The publishers report that the series 
is being successfully used at various 
levels Be the fifth grade through 
college. The length of time required 
to complete a given volume would 
depend largely on the age of the stu- 
dents, the average ability of the class, 
and the amount of additional teach- 
ing material which the teacher thinks 
desirable, e.g., word study, which the 
very nature of the natural method 
makes it necessary to exclude. It 
would also depend on how much of 
the homework indicated in the vari- 
ous “pensa” can be safely omitted. 
Furthermore, it is up to the teacher 
to decide at what point, if any, it may 
be desirable to switch to a more con- 
ventional type of textbook, once the 
habit of reading Latin as Latin and in 
the Latin order has been thoroughly 
established. 

To help meet some of the problems 
which will confront both teachers and 
students the publishers have made 
available the following booklets: a 
three-part teacher’s manual ($1.50 
for each of the three parts), an intro- 
duction for the student ($1.00), a 
general vocabulary ($1.00), and an 
“Ars Grammatica” ($3.00).
